long time, and in 2 Sallies have already kill’'d 200 of 
‘the Rebels and taken agreat many Prifoners. The 


Advices from Buda affure us, that the Rebels do not: 


appear fo frequently in_ the Neighbourhood of Peft 
as formerly. The Garrifon of this laft Place has been 
newly reinforc’d with 300 Men, 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb. 5. 
Vienna, Jan. 23. Through the urgent Perfwafions 
of the Prince of Salm and Count Kinski, the Em- 
peror has at length been prevail’d with to fend Orders 
throughout his Hereditary Countries, for laying a 
Tax on all Eftates and Effects belonging to the 
Clergy.; but upon promife of repaying the Sums 
that fhall be rais’d, within the compafs of 6 Years, 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 12. , 
Vienna, Jan. 26. The Troops of Horfe that are 
levying at the Expence of the Eftates of our Province 
ate almoft compleat: Thofe that are rais’d by the 
Noblemen and Gentlemen that have Places at Court, 


’ yefterday pafs’d in review before the King of the Ro- 


mans and are march’d for Hungary. Odcdenburg is 
not yet in the hands of the Malecontents, and 500 
Men are fending thither from hence to Garrifon ir. 
They write from upper Hungary that Prince Ragor- 
ski has put his Troops into Winter quarters along 
the Tibifcus. An Exprefs has brought a Confirma- 
tion that the Bavarians, who were advanced towards 
Lintz, areretir’d back agen out of the upper Auftria, 
after having rais'd no more than 6000 Florins Con- 
tribution. It was beliey’d Prince Eugene of Savoy 
would return to Hungary ; but he is order’d to con- 
continue here, to prefide in the Couneil of War, and 
the Emperor has nam’d General Heifter to go to 
‘Hungary to command in his Room. Count Bereze- 
ni has fent his own Secretary hither ; and ‘tis given 
out he has brought Propofals of Accommodation on 
the part of the Rebels. 
Vienna, Jan. 30. Yefterday a private Council was 
held at Court, at which none but his Imperial Ma- 
jefty the King of the Romans, the Elector Palatine 
(who arriv’d here the 27th.) Prince Charles of New- 
burg, and Prince Eugene of Savoy, were prefent. 
Count Caroli not meeting that Succefs he expected 
in the lower Hungary, is march’d back to the Upper 
Hungary. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Feb.5.. 
Venice, Jan.18. We have Advice of the Junction of 
the Imperial Troops led by Count Staremberg wirh 
thofe of the Duke of Savoy: ’Tis faid the French 
Forces that were left on the Secchia have quitted all 
the Modeneze except Modena, Reggio, and Berfel- 
lo ; and that the Duke of Modena’s Subjects have 
taken Arms to joyn the Germans that remain in Re- 


_vere, Oftiglia, &c. The Count de Berka the Empe- 


ror’s Ambaffador has had feveral Audiences lately of 
our Regents ; but on what Subject we know nor. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 4. 
Turin, Jan. 15. The Imperialifts joyn’d his Royal 
Highnefs the sith at Canelli. All their Army had 
pafs'd the Bormia without any Oppofition, had not 


their Bridge broken before all their Rear Guard could 
get over, Mr. Hill and Monfieur Vander Meer the 
Envoysof England and Holland arriv'd here laft nighr. 

From the Camp of the Imperialifts at Canelli, Jan.14. 
We have joyn’d our Friends to the great Satisfaction 
of his. Royal Highnefs, Tomorrow we thall march 
towards Alba. The of Vendome fell upon our 
Rear Guard, we loft aBout 200 Men, but the French 
loft 4 times as many. General Solari is very much 
lamented. Our Troops are excellent, but extreamly 
fatigued. 

_ Turin, Jan.17. The Imperialifts would -have 
joyn’d us with very little Lofs, had not their Bridge 
over the Bormia, which was the laft River they had 
to pafs, broke before all the Rear Guard was got 
over, The Prince of Lichtenftein was order'd by 
Count Staremberg to poft himfelf with 3 Battal- 
lions in the Ruins of the Caftle of Caftelazzo, on the 
fide of the Bormia, and to defend that Poft againft 
the Enemy but not to ftir out of it; and 12 pieces of 
Cannon were planted on theBank on this fide that Ri- 
ver,and 2000 Horfe ftood drawn upata Ford. The 
French perceiving the RearGuard halted at the fide of 
the River, came and charg’d them ; whereupon the 
Prince of Lichtenftein, whofe Courage made him 
forget his General’s Orders, march’d. out of his Poft 
with all his Men, their Bayonets in the Muzzles of 
their Pieces, to beat off the Enemy; who being at 
the fame time gall’d with the Artillery from the other 
fide the River, and feeing the 2000 Horfe coming 
over, thought it beft roretire, after lofing 7 or 800 
Men. The Imperialifts reckon they loft 180 Men ; 
but that lofs is render’d confiderable by the Deaths 
of the brave Generals Lichtenftein and Solari. The 
latter was a Native of this Country,and as his Meric 
was a great Honour to his Family, they are incon- 
folable for his Lofs. Thefe Succours will nor lye 
= long. They have brought with them 150 
cers and 900 Soldiers whom they took Prifoners ; 
which makes thofe whofe Relations or Friends are 
Prifoners among the French hope for a Carrel. 

Aofte, Jan. 16. General Staremberg has his *Head 
Quarters at Gonnon ;_ his Rear Guard, commanded 
hy the Prince of Lichtenftein, receiv’d fome lofs on 
the Bormia. That Prince was intrench’d in a Vik 
lage, and marching out of his Intrenchments was 
kill'd, as was alfo General Solari, with 150 Soldiers; 
but the Enemy had a very great Lofs. All things are 
difpofing for Action, as foon as the Germans and his 
Royal Highnefs’s Troops have had fome reft, after fo 
much fatigue, caus’d by the deep Ways and the ex- 


tream bad Weather. The Imperial Horfe and Foor

end they will be extended from Butigliera d’Afti, 
through Villanova, Riva, and Chieri to Verruia, and 
from thence over the Po,to cover Crefcentino, Trino 
and Vercelli. Our Troops attack’d the Caftle of 
Cortandon,but were repuls’d with the Lofs of Count 
Campione and others. 

Turin, Jan. 29. Yefterday his Royal Highnefs re- 


turn’d hither from Vercelli; after having fix’d the. 


Winter Quarters for the Tragps. The Governor of 
Ville Franche, being come La by his Royal High- 
nefs’s Order, was Yetterday fént to Prifon ; for what 
caufe we know not. : 

Berlin,-Feb. 6. The Troops his Pruffian Majefty 
has refoly’d to fend to ferve in Franconia, amount to 
betwéen 15 and 17000 Men, and will have with 
them a Train of 34 Pieces of Artillery : Their depar- 
ture from hence is appointed to be on the 15th or 
18th inftant, and their Route is already fix’d. They 
will be commanded in chief byGeneral Warcenfleben, 
and are to act in conjunction with 100co Heifians 
and Lunenburghers, and 12000 Men of the Circle 
of Franconia. Among other things ‘tis intended this 
Army fhall cake care to cover the City of Nurenberg, 
which has defir'd his Majefty’s Protection.
